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1 . SUMMARY: FOREIGN MINISTRY CABINET DIRECTOR TOLD AMBASSADOR 
FEB. 22 GOS POSITION ON ANGOLA REMAINED UNCHANGED, SINCE 

IT WAS BASED ON PRINCIPLE. IN WAKE OF OAU FOREIGN MINISTERS' 
DEADLOCK ON QUESTION OF POLISARIO RECOGNITION, HE POINTED 
OUT INCREASED ROLE OF IDEOLOGY IN AFRICAN AFFAIRS AND 
EXPRESSED VIEW THAT RADICALS HAD BEEN LESS SUCCESSFUL IN 
CASE OF POLISARIO THAN WITH MPLA DUE TO SOVIETNDNION'S 
RELUCTANCE TO JEOPARDIZE ITS INTERESTS IN MOROCCO. END

2. IN MARCH 2 CONVERSATION WITH AMBASSADOR, FOREIGN MINISTRY 
CABINET DIRECTOR YOUSSOUPH SYLLA SAID SENEGAL HAD TAKEN 
NOTE OF RECONCILIATION BETWEEN PRESIDENTS MOBUTU AND NETO 
BUT DID NOT INTEND TO CHANGE ITS POSITION ON ANGOLA. 

CITING SENEGAL'S SUPPORT OF ALVOR ACCORDS, HE SAID THERE 
WERE IMPORTANT PRINCIPLES INVOLVED. COMMENT: HIS REFERENCE 
TO NOT CHANGING SENEGAL'S ANGOLA POLICY IN VIEW OF PRINCI- 
PLES AT STAKE PAR AT. LED PUBLIC REMARKS BY PRESIDENT SENGHOR 
ON FEB. 22 (DAKAR 1068), BUT SYLLA LEFT INFERENCE THAT 
SENEGAL MIGHT CONSIDER MOVING TOWARD DE FACTO RECOGNITION 
WITHOUT ANNOUNCING FORMAL DECISION TO RECOGNIZE RPA. END 
COMMENT. 

3. SYLLA ALSO COMMENTED BRIEFLY ON DEADLOCK ON OAU FOREIGN 
MINISTERS ON QUESTION OF POLISARIO RECOGNITION. HE OBSERVED 
THAT IDEOLOGY WAS HAVING AN INCREASING ROLE IN AFRICAN 
ARRAIRS, WITH ALGERIA CLEARLY LEADER OF MARXIST/RADICAL 
CAMP. WHILE ALGERIA'S POSITION OFTEN COINCIDED WITH THAT 

OF SOVIET UNION, HE CONSIDERED IT INCORRECT TO SAY THAT 
ALGERIANS WERE TAKING ORDERS FROM USSR. HOWEVER, HE FELT 
THAT RADICALS HAD BEEN LESS SUCCESSFUL IN MOBILIZING SUPPORT 
FOR RECOGNITION OF POLISARIO THAT THEY HAD BEEN IN CASE 
OF MPLA DUE TO SOVIET UNION'S INTERESTS IN MOROCCO, WHICH 
MADE USSR RELUCTANT TO PUSH TOO HARD ON POLISARIO QUESTION. 
COMMENT: WARNINGS OVER DIVISIVE IMPACT OF IDEOLOGY ON 
AFRICAN POLITICAL ISSUES HAVE BEEN CONSISTENT SENEGALESE 
THEME SINCE SPLIT BETWEEN "MODERATES" AND "RADICALS" BEGAN 
TO TAKE SHAPE ON ANGOLAN QUESTION. 
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
